HOSS RA SUS5 and for CV RA SUS, at the locations shown on the plats submitted with the
application.

2. To approve exceptions to the spacing provisions of Office of Conservation Order No. 361-A-1,
effective October 1, 1972, and Office of Conservation Order No. 361-B, effective October
1, 1973, for any of the proposed alternate unit wells, the location of which, as shown on the
plats submitted with the application, does not comply with the spacing provisions in said
Orders.

3. To find that each of the proposed alternate unit wells is necessary to efficiently and
economically drain a portion of the unit on which it is proposed to be drilled which cannot
be efficiently and economically drained my any existing well on such unit.

4. To consider such other matters as may be pertinent.

The Hosston Zone, Reservoir A, was defined in the Office of Conservation Order No. 361-A-1,

effective October 1, 1972, and was further defined in subsequent Orders of the 361-A Series of Orders.

The Cotton Valley Formation, Reservoir A, was defined in Office of Conservation Order No. 361-
B, effective October 1, 1973, and was further defined in subsequent Orders of the 361-B Series of Office
of Conservation Orders.
